TROUBLE FOR THE G.O. P. 


Roosevelt Feared by Party lead- 


ers—Ohio's Protest Against 


Reverly. Mass.. Aug. 3.—Richard 


A. Balliuger, Secretary of the Inter- 
ior, is the political sacrifice which 
has been demanded by the men who 
are backing the Taft administration . 
to the end that Theodore Roosevelt 
shall not again carry the key of the 
White House. 


There seems no longer any doubt 


that Senator Crane, of Massachus- 
etts, went westward to hint broadly 
to Secretary Balliuger that, although 
most of his party believe in him, be 
is. under the circumstances, a load 
which it should not be required to 
carry in the last-ditch fight whicb 
it is about to make to keep 
the 


House of Representatives Republi- 
can. 


With a strong prospect that Sec- 


retary Ballinger will retire, it is re- 
garded as more than probable that 
Senator Frank P. Flint, of Califor- 
nia, will be offered his place in the 
Taft Cabinet. 


He has announced his desire to re- 


tire from the Senate on March 3. 


President Taft occupies a peculiar 


position in the present game which 
is being played, with headquarters 
at Beverly. Personally he would not 
suggest to Secretary J3 
he relinquish his place in the CaM- 
net. 


Into this situation has come a po- 


litical force xxiiich has been power- 
ful enough to convince the President 
that Secretary Ballinger should be 
placed in possession of all the con-i 
siderations which govern the attitude 
of his party toward him. 


The men who carry the burden of 


redeeming the Republican promises 
and 
maintaining 
its supremacy 


through the legislation which it en- 
acts believe that Secretary Ballinger 
is a millstone in the fight which they 
must make for the control of Con- 
gress. 
So there has been tacit, if, 


rot open, approval of the plan to ac- 
quaint him with the true situation, 
and his resignation is expected to 
follow the report of the Balilnger- 
Pinchot committee early in Septem- 
ber. 


Just one Ballinger characteristic 


has been overlooked in the scheme / 
to lead up to his retiremen. That '' 
is the bulldog grip. 


Secretary Ballinger has it. and 


if he finds his retirement is asked 
only by h;s party and no word com- 
ing 
directly 
from the President, 


there is a chance that he 
cannot 


readilv be shaken loose from his 
job. This is the reason that Sena- 
tor Crane •was picked to carry the 
news to Mr. Ballinger.

The new plan of iiitmbersuip pro- 


vides lor <i system of fees paid eith- 
er on the installment plan or in ad- 
vance.

paid at $1 a month. There was no 
increase in the present low raJe < 
|t> a year for the regular member- 
ship. 


The board arranged *o meet next

special order for September. As ev- 
ery V. M. C. A. finds it necessary !«> 
raise from ZZ to 5o per cent of tiu'ir 
operating expenses each year, the 
Newark association is not unique in 
having it to do.

wl'o are chosen to enforce law and 
the kind of law they have to

I believe it may be truthfully said 


that we do not know or understand 
pur own city.

Newark, 


much beyond any we now have seems

things; but that, in a rough way, -we 
all know enough to begin to plan af-

The work 
of the past, both of the

has the financial side as well as any 
other.

"There is room now for the pro-
